The Washington Conference. 


Within less than a fortnight from to- 
day the Washington Conference will hold 
its first meeting. While on this side of 
the Atlantic domestic affairs are mono- 
polising public attention, the keenest 
interest is being displayed in America, 
and the highest hopes are being centred 
in the Conference. The Japanese delega- 
tion arrived yesterday in Seattle, and the 
French delegates, with M. Briand at their 
head, left Havre on Saturday for New 
York. Whether or not Mr. Lloyd George 
will lead the British representatives is 
still uncertain, and his final decision will 
depend on the events of the next few days. 
All the delegates are going to Washington 
in a hopeful mood ; but the British public 
would be very foolish to expect too much 
from their deliberations. We all remem- 
ber the lofty idealism which informed, the 
beginnings of the Paris Peace Congress ; 
we all are witnesses to-day of its results. 
On the other hand, it would be worse 
than foolish to throw cold water on Presi- 
dent Harding’s proposals. He is a shrewd 
man, and, with the tragic failure of his 
immediate predecessor before his mind, 
hardly will be likely to make the mistake 
of attempting to achieve the impossible. 
Unfortunately, his original proposal has 
been misunderstood already. People are 
talking and thinking of a “ disarmament 
conference,’’ whereas the President's in. 
vitation was to a conference to discuss, 
inter alia, the “limitation of armaments.” 
The public must be careful to avoid this 
mistake. Universal disarmament is quite 
impossible; but if America, Britain, 
Japan, and France can reconcile their 
manifold interests. in friendly discussion, 
there seems to be no good reason why 
armies and navies should not be reduced, 
or, at least, restricted, to reasonable pro- 
portions. 

One thing is certain. The Washington 
Conference will end in failure unless 
Japan and the United States can come to 
an agreement in regard to the Far East. 
Everybody knows that Europe is sick of 
war. It.is true that littlé nations are 
squabbling still, but the Powers that 
count have neither the will nor the 
means for another conflict, The only 
conceivable war on a large scale is a war 
between America and Japan, and the chief 
task of the Washington Conference will 
be to avert a struggle which would tear 
down the last pillars of Western civilisa- 
tion. China is the bone of contention. 
Of course, the relations between Japan 
and America have been strained as a 
result of the Californian Immigration 
Laws: and the Yap controversy; but 
Japan’s policy towards China is the real 
danger. Rightly or wrongly, America 
believes that Japan is trying to annex a 
large part of the Chinese mainland, and 
by the exertion of economic pressure, to 
secure for herself a sort of Asiatic hege- 
mony. Now the open door in China is 
essential to America’s trade, as it is 
essential to the trade of the British Em- 
pire, and there is no doubt whatever that 
the success of Japan's present policy 
would close that door to Europe and 
America for ever. The Chinese delegates 
are going to Washington with the sole 
object of protesting against that policy, 
therefore it is quite certain that the issue 
will be raised at the first possible oppor- 
tunity. The America delegation will sup- 
port the Chinese claim, and probably on 
the attitude of the British representatives 
the chances of a sensible compromise will 
depend. 

Britain’s duty is not easy. She has an 
alliance with Japan, which, although. it is 
regarded with distrust and disfavour in 
the United ‘States, has been of enormous 
value to the Empire, and has been 
observed with the greatest loyalty by 
Japan. ‘On the other hand, friendship 
with the American people has become the 
keystone oí British foreign policy, and 
public opinion throughout the Empire 
never would tolerate any action which 
might injure our relations with the 
United States. Mr. Lloyd George—or 
Mr. Balfour—therefore, will be faced with 
a delicate task. Britain needs the “ open 
door ” just as much as America needs it, 
and a Japanese monopoly of the Chinese 
‘markets would be ruinous to English 
trade. Nevertheless, certain facts must be 
recognised. Japan is a small country, 
with a large and ever-growing population. 
She must expand. To attempt to coop her 
up on her own little islands would be 
lunacy and would lead inevitably to war. 
Therefore, she must be allowed to find 
room for her surplus population in the 
Asiatic mainland. Can her legitimate 
aspirations be fulfilled without injury to 
Chinese sovereignty? That is the question 
which the Washington Conference will be 
required to answer, and Britain's con- 
ciliatory influence must be used to find a 
solution of the difficulty which will do 
justice to Japan, on the one hand, and 
satisiy America on the other. If, and 
when, such a solution is found the atten- 
tion of the delegates can be turned to the 
problem of disarmament, The cause of 
antagonism hetween Japan and the United 
States will have been removed, and neither 
will have an excuse for the maintenance of 
huge fighting forces, Until the Chinese 
question is settled, however, disarmament 
must remain an ideal, 


Russia’s Debts. 


Lenin has hoisted the flag of distress. 
In a Note which was handed to the 
Marguis Curzon on Friday night, the 


shambles suggested the basis of a “ definite 
peace:” He demands that the Great 
Powers shall cease every act which 
menaces the sécurity of the Soviet Re- 
public; that they shall respect the 
inviolability of the Republics’ frontiers ; 
and that they shall recognise the Soviet 
Government. In neturn he promises that 
the Soviet will recognise and discharge all 
debts incurred by the Tsarist Government 
‘before 1914. Peace with Russia is neces- 
sary for the prosperity and happiness of 
the world, but we doubt whether it can 
be negotiated with Lenin. He cannot be 
trusted, and his terms leave much to be 
desired. When the trade agreement was 
signed last year the Russian dictator gave 
definite promises that his Government 
would abstain from propaganda work in 
the East. Those promises were broken 
almost immediately; indeed, the Bel- 
shevik agents never were so active before 
the agreement was signed as they are 
to-day. They have converted all the 
Caucasian Republics to Bolshevism ; their 
handiwork can be seen in the antagonism 
of Afghanistan to Britain; and they have 
created unrest in India. There could be 
no guarantee that, if the Great Powers 
were to recognise the Soviet Government, 
its pledges would be honoured,

Most of the 
candidates were University graduates ; yet 
the Civil Service Commissioner reports 
that the written papers showed “really 
lamentable ignorance '” of things that the 
average boy is supposed to learn at school. 
“What are the influences that cause the 
exchange to rise and fall ?’’ was one of the 
questions which played havoc among the 
Others were “ How does the 
rate of exchange affect trade between 
Canada and the United States?” and 
“From what particular lines of imports 
does Canada derive the greatest general 
benefit?” The replies to questions in 
geography were equally disappointing. 
The Civil Service Commissioner concludes 
that Canadian education “does not yet 
fully equip the individual with that 
general knowledge so necessary to success 
in the commercial world.’’ In Canada, as 
elsewhere, Greek and Latin are disappear- 
ing from the schools’ curricula in order 
that more attention may be given to 
“modern ” subjects. The result of the 
experiment does not seem to be wholly 
satisfactory. 


Made in Germany. 


The Communists are proving themselves 
a thorn in the side of the English public. 
During recent months they have exploited 
the sufferings of the unemployed in a 
shameless fashion. They have been 
responsible for most of the disturbances 
which have occurred, but when there 
has been a baton charge by the police 
only their dupes have received broken 
heads. On Friday night the Communists 
adopted a new method of making them- 
selves objectionable. A few of their tools 
were “planted” in the gallery of the 
Central Hall, Westminster, where the 
British Empire Union had arranged to 
hold a meeting. They refused to allow 
the Earl of Derby to speak, and drove the 
audience from the hall by dropping 
‘“‘stink’’ bombs on the floor. It is re- 
ported that the Communists intend to 
break up every public meeting to which 
they can gain admittance by the same 
means. They have given a German firm 
a wholesale order for a supply of “stink 
bombs, and, despite the vigilance of the 
police and the Customs authorities, over 
100,000 of these abominable instruments 
have been smuggled into the country. It 
is high time that the leaders of the move- 
ment should be laid by the heels. Many of 
them are not of British nationality, and 
their presence in the country has been 
tolerated too long. 


Hasty Experiments. 


The Government of Queensland, which 
has made so many experiments in 
socialistic legislation during recent, years, 
has lived to regret its rashness, Its 
cherished plans have been proved to be 
impracticable. .Some months ago the 
manimum wage for an agricultural labourer 
was fixed at £3 165s. - per week. The 
farmers demurred, but the State insisted 
and the scheme came into operation. Its 
immediate result was that some hundreds 
oi men were thrown out of employment. 
The meat trade, which also labours under 
the burden of a minimum wage that is 
too high, is suffering from a slump, and 
several factories which might have been 
kept open if the scale had been lower 
have been closed. Again, the State's 
control of the railways has reduced 
their efficiency, and the Government has 
started to economise at the wrong end. 
The ) consequence of these conditions is 
that| many of the Government's most 
ardent supporters have become its critics, 
‘and Where is a demand for its dissolu-| 
tion.

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FUEL OF THE FUTURE. 


HOW OIL IS PRODUCED. 


— 


Not so very long ago the average man’s 
acquaintance with oil was limited to the liquid 
which he put into his lamp and the evil smell- 
ing stuff he gave the baby when it had a rain. 
Now all that has changed. The motor car has 
become a part of every day life, and the aero- 
plane has been translated from the novels of 
Jules Verne into a very substantial reality. 

Oil has come into its own, and within the past 
ten years the demand for this precious fluid has 
swollen to huge dimensions. Coal is passing, 
thanks largely to the South Welsh miners, and 
even ships are being converted into oil-burning 
vessels. Now demand has a habit of ¢reating 
supply, and the world's output of oil has in- 
creased enormously since the beginning of the 
present century. 

In 1901, for example, the Mexican oil fiekds 
yielded 10,345 barrels. By 1906 this figure had 
risen to 500,000 barrels, and the next year no 
less than 1,000,000 barrels were put on the mar- 
ket. Since then the increase has been simply 
colossal, and last year’s output amounted to 
some 160,000,000 barrels. Thus in Mexico alone 
the increase in production over twenty years 
has been as much as 16,000 per cent. i 

Mexico is the second greatest oil producing 
country in the world, and the methods of c:l 
getting in that country are very interesting. 
Nearly everybody nowadays indulges occasionally 
in a “flutter in oil,” but how many people have 
the slightest conception of the way in which it 
is won for mankind from the bowels of the 
earth. 
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The process is very simple, when you know 
how to do it. Mexico is the Mecca of the oil 
prospector. There are three chief zomes in the 
country, including such well-known fields as 
Amatlan, Los Naranjos, Zacamixtle, Tabasco, 
and Chi The last two are the newest, and 
hold the greatest promise for the future. . 

he prospector visits one of these districts, 
and hunts about until he discovers a likely spot, 
in fact, until he strikes oil. He knows that he 
has struck it in various ways.. The oil lakes in 
Mexico are held by rock dykes which form na- 
tural tanks. ‘This rock is of a certain type, 
and when the prospector finds traces of it on 
the surface he can gi in sure that oil ig in 
the vicinity. Also small ponds of actual oil 
are often found on the surface of the land, so 
that in the majority of cases the prospector has 
no great difficulty in locating a hkely spot. 

Then his real job begins: He must secure 
drilling rights from the owner of the land, who, 
being a Mexican, is anything but an easy per- 
son to do business with. Sometimes this takes 
several months, but finally the Mexican strikes a 
hard bargain, and the deal is complete. 

All sorts of preliminaries must be arranged 
before. the actual work of drilling begins. Ma- 
chinery must be brought out from home, and 
preparations must be made fomthe establish- 
ment of a new colony. ‘The ground is cleare 
of trees and the like; and the driller sets to 
work. A large derrick, in the shape of an open 
work tower, about 80 feet high, and in appear- 
ance a sort of cross between the Eiffel Tower 
end the Wellington Monument in the Phenix 
Park, is built above the chosen spot. Drilling 
machinery is installed in an adjacent hut, and a 
strong rope is attached from the machinery to 
the top of the derrick, whence it hangs like a 
plumb line with a large bit—weighing as much 
as 3,000lbs.—at its end. 

The whole bag of tricke—other instruments 
besides the bit are attached to, the rope—is 
hoisted up by the cable, and suddenly released 
on the system of a pile-driver, when the bit 
sinks into fhe ground and starts the shaft. All 
kinds of clay and rock must be drilled, and the 
average rate of progress is about 40 or 50 feet 
a day. As the shaft deepens it is lined with 
steel casing, and sometimes the penetration of a 
stream of water makes it necessary to narro” 
the diameter of the tube, and dam the water 
off with cement. 

” + * * + 

The usual depth of a finished shaft is some 
2000 feet. and when the drillers come within 
easy reach of this depth they are compelled to 
“ea' very canny.” In Mexico the oil is held 
under the pressure of the earth, and this pres 
sure varies from 100 to 1,000lbs. on the square 
inck. As the drillers approach the oil, therefore, 
they must be careful to avoid too eager a gush. 
Gas begins to escape from the head of the well 
as the oi! is being approached, and then the oil 
itself begins to appear. At first it is merely in 
the form of a thick black scum on the slush 
which must constantly be removed from the 


| shaft, and as the last layer of rock is being 


drilled it becomes more and more plentiful. 

A fiuge reservoir has been prepared beside the 
shaft, and one fine day the oil comes out with 
a rush. The first great gush may last for hours, 
or possibly for days. A huge geyser of oil 
shoots straight up into the air to a height of 
over 100 feet, and the well has been tapped. 

Now tle ceyser must be quelled, and to that 
end a valve arrangement has been. affixed to the 
head of the shaft. It is no easy task to curb a 
great cylinder of spouting oil, and all hands 
must be prepared to get drenched to the skin. 
After some difficulty, however, the spout is 
subdued by the valve, and the derrick is re- 
moved altogether. A little tin hut is then built 
over the valve to protect it from the elemenis, 
and the oil can be drawn off at will by pipes to 
the coast, or into huge storage tanks. The daily 
output of one of these wells is often as much as 
25,000 barrels, or i,050,000 gallons, and when 
you realise that lest year the Mexican fields pro- 
duced 6,720,000,000 gallons of oil you will gain a 
slight idea of the extent of this vital industry. 
You also will gain an idea of the reason why 
the Government of the United States takes 
such a lively interest in a semi-civilised country 
like Mexico. 


THE POTATO CROP. 
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HOW TO GET BETTER YIELDS. 


Although the average yield per acre of 
potatoes in this country in a normal year is 
estimated to be about five tons per statute acre, 
there are farms on which as high an individual 
yieki as three times that quantity to the 
statute acre is obtained. When all allowances 
are made for differences of soil and other 
factors which qperate in determining the yield 
of the crop, there is, nevertheless, reason for 
Buying that the average yield could be increased 
appreciably by the adoption of more up-to-date 
methods, The value of the Irish potato crop, 
taking the total yield at three million tons—the 
average for the period 1905-14—based on an 
estimate of £4 per ton, would be £12,000,000, 
and, if the present low average yield per acre 
could be increased by two tons more per acre, 
the national wealth would be increased by 
£6,000,000 per annum. 

‘The more careful selection and storage of seed 
are’ suggested .as directions in which improve- 
ment can be effected and increased production 
secured. It is now generally recognised that 
the condition of the seed or “ set” at the time 
of planting influences the resultant crop in a 
very remarkable degree. Though the influence 
is more. marked in the case of the first and 
second early varieties, where rapid and very 
vigorous growth for the production of very 
early crops is eseential, it has also a distinct 
bearing on the crops of mid-season and later 
varieties of potatoes. 

- - * 
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Potatoes of small] size should not be used for 
seed. Small potatoes are either the produce of 
weakly or diseased plants or they are smal] 
because they are the last formed tubers of a 
strong, healthy plant, and had not sufficient 
time in the soil for full development. In either 
case the probability is—for lke begets - like— 
that the crop from such seed will be poor. The 
time to set aside seed is when the crop is being 
dug, when the produce of each individual plant 
is Sort distinctly by itself in the ground. In 
should be 
about as big as a medium-sized hen egg, and 
they should be true to type. The best results 
are obtained from medium-sized potatoes 
planted uncut. 

The methods usually adopted in storing seed 
potatoes until planting time are—(1) in pits or 
clamps in the field; (2) in houses; (3) in sprout- 
ing boxes. The superiority of the latter method 
is unquestionable. Tests—to the number of 
1,465—carried out by county agricultural in- 
structors in every county in Ireland with all the 
leading varieties, and under conditions likely te 
occur in the general cultivation of the potato 
crop, have proved that the average increase in 
vield from sprouting is almost two tons per 
statute acre—a return sufficient even in one year 
to repay the first cost of the boxes, which, how- 
ever, if strong and well made, will last for 
years. 

But ‘besides returning an increased yield, 
sprouted seed grows more vigorously during the 
first two months after planting, and checks 
weeds to such an extent that little trouble in 
this direction is experienced during the re- 
mainder of the season. Moreover, in a wet 
spring seed that has been sprouted can he held 
over for favourable planting weather, and even 
then the crop matures earlier and withstands 
blight attacks. better than when the geed is 
planted unsprouted. i

Sprouting boxes shouid not be over-filled. 
Boxes of the eise recommended by the Depart- 
ment in their leaflet No. 59 will hold ahout 
Wibs. each—that is to say, six boxes will hold 
about 1 cwt. of seed. One hundred boxes, ap- 
proximately, will be required to hold seed to 
plant one statute acre. 

Houses or sheds in which boxed seed ig stored 
should be well lighted and ventilated. The 
boxes can be piled in two rows side by side to 
any height that will conveniently permit of eas 
and thorough examination of the contents. A 
space of about 15 to 18 inches should be left 
between each two rows. 

The aim should be to obtain sprouts which at 
the time of planting are about one inch lone 
and quite green tough. This is a matter 
which can be regulated by light and heat. 
Darkness ‘and warmth promote growth: 
and a low temperature retard it. The 
eure pa w — igo the sprouts have 
leveloped slowly . ave been exposed to the 
light during the whole pericd.

worked together in the company. As @ youn 
man my brother conducted with the old Car 
Rosa Company at the time when they had a 
light opera company, known as the Carmen 

Company, on the road, in which Marte Rose, 
a celebrity of her day, was the particular star. 
A quarter of a century ago’ the old Carl Rosa 
Company was in financial diffieclties, and my 
brother and I formed . ag i which took 
it over. We worked shoulder to shoulder thence 
onward: he on the artistic side and myself on 
the financial side. We continued that partner- 
ship until six years ago, when be was stricken 
down with tregic suddenness whilst conducting 
at the Kennington theatre From that illness 
he never recovered, and he may well be said to 
have died in harness. 

. . * * ” * 

Since his death I have continued my interest 
in the company, with the collaboration of Mr. 
H. B. Brandreth, the general manager, and we 
have gone on from strength to strength, unt 
y, instead of having one company only, we 
have four fully-equipped companies going. 
Three of these are on tour in the provinocs at 
the present time. 

One opened in Dublin on last Monday, where 
it had a great reception, and we also have the 
London company, which is giving the present 
Covent Garden season, the fourth season we 
have had there. The attendances up to the pre- 
sent are abnormal. We are enlarging our 
activities by engaging euch artists as Coates, 
Rosing, and Dink Gil y. i 

With a very little more progress there is no 
reason why English artistes and English-cpeaking 
artists should not fill the whole programme for 
a grand seasou at this historic opera house. 
The Carl Rosa Company has always been an 
open channel for all young artists, or for the 
appearance of any star that can be procured, 
and I this policy will always continue. 

But, of course, the cost of producing grand 
opera is heavy. Some idea of it may be gaugéd 
from the fact that the travelling expenses 
of the Carl Rosa companies at present average 
ten thousand pounds a year, An interesting m- 
cident in connection with our touring I may 
recall. During the lightning railway strike of 
two years ago we had to go to Bristol from 
London. 

The strike occurred, as you will remember, on 
a Saturday, and we had to appear at Bristol on 
the following Monday. I had ‘very con- 
fidence that we should get thers, and our 
manager proved quite ecual to the emergency. 
He went to London, virtually comma red 
ten large motor lorries, had them fixed up with 
seats, and took the entire company, with pro- 
perty and effects, by. road to Bristol.

We were moving four companies at the time, 
and in one case, that of the company at Wolver- 
hampton, we actually travelled them by canal 
boats, which happened to cover the area we 
were serving. Some of our greatest difficulties 
in production were in Ireland duri the 
“ curfew” times, not from the Irish people, but 
from the limitations prevailing there. We 
always, however, managed to give our perform- 
ance, and, I should like to , that nowhere 
in the world are operatic artists received with 
greater cordiality than in Ireland. 

It is not generally known, I may say in 
conclusion, that last season at Covent Garden 
was setiled over the telephone, actually a few 
days before we opened. We had.to overcome 
troubles of re-arranging dates and indemnifying 
managers who refused to reiease us, but we got 
through, and a a season which was fully ap- 
preciated by all lovers of grand opera, 


SAVE THE CHILDREN. 


DISTRESS IN CONSTANTINOPLE 


Mies Magda Coe, of the “Save the Children 
Fund” Executive Committee, and joint Secre- 
tary of the Armenian Refugees (Lord Mayor's) 
Fund, has just returned from Constantinople, 
where she made a tour of some of the stations 
where Russian refugee children are fed by the 
“Save the Children” Fund, under the very 
able direction of Captain G. Dessonaz. 

The feeding centres are principally large 
tents, in which the ‘‘Save the Children” Fund 
feeds the children, and the Americans the 
«imits. In all there are twenty-eight relief 
stations, stretching from Constantinople to 
Gallipoli, and Miss Coe cannot praise too highly 
the efficient and economical way in which they 
are administered, principally by voluntary 
workers. 

Now, more than ever before, ie it necessary 
for the “Save the Children” Fund to maintain 
its efforts in Constantinople, as the Americans 
are gradually withdrawing from this district. 
Thousands of little ones would be doomed to 
starvation and death were it not for the “Save 
the Children” Fund, on which they will now 
rely implicitly - 

Miss Coe visited the Armenian orphans who 
have recently been transferred from Polymedia 
Camp, Cyprus, to permanent quarters in the 
outskirts of Constantinople, under the direction 
of Dr. W. A. Kennedy. She found the children 
extremely happy amidst surroundings under 
which they can be cared for, educated, and 
made into valuable citizens. Seven hundred 
and thirty-five of them gathered to mect her. 
They were full of thanks to their English bene- 
factors, and sent many messages of gratitude. 
Everything is run with the minimum amount 
of expenditure, and in this the. children them. 
selves assist by making all their own clothing 
sandals, furniture, etc. at which work they are 
extremely clever. 

Miss Coe was also afforded an opportunity of 

inspecting what is known as the “ purely 
Armenian refugee population.” Among this 
section conditions were appalling. In one tent 
1,200 men, women and children were herded to- 
gether in a manner worse than cattle. They 
had been in the same desperate plight for over 
eight months. . Miss Coe declares that the con. 
dition of these quarters defied description. 
There is no prospect of food for these unhappy 
people after the end of this month, unless sup 
ples can be sent. ood is, of course, the first 
necessity, but clothing and medical supplies are 
also urgently needed. 
_ Miss Coe states that the Armenians are help- 
ing themselves wonderfully. They have an 
enormous hospital, but unfortunately money ia 
too scarce to enable all the beds to be occupied 
In another institution the babies of Armenian 
deportees who have returned from Turkey are 
eared for, and work is organised for girls whose 
parents have been massacred. 

Despite all the hardships a boy scout organi- 
sation is flourishing, and Mrs. W. A. Kennedy 
herself holding a commission, is organising ta 
Girl Guide movement.in Constantinople.

COOLIES’ STRANGE 
STORIES.

Following the renort, of the discovery of 
marks resembling human footprints on the 
slopes of Mount Everest at an elevation 
exceeding the limits of possible human 
habitation come strange stories from Cal- 
cutta. 


Coolies who have been with the Mount 
Everest Expedition tell of a strange race 
of people whose feet turn outwards and 
who live on wild animals. 

Colonel Howard Bury, in his report on 
the strange marks, which appeared in the 
Irish Times on October 21, described them 
as “ puzzling.’’ 

None of the white members of the ex- 
pedition has seen any sign of the “ wild 
men.”

RACE OF OUTLAWS.

COLONY BELIEVED TO 
EXIST ON KAROLA, 


; CALCUTTA, Friday. 

The coolies from Mount Everest bring con- 
fused stories about strange wild men. 

The men were never seen by any of the 
white members of the Expedition; but foot- 
prints were found which were suspected of being 
those made by these men, who are, apparently, 
known to the Tibetans as Meetogh Kangmi, 
or ' abominable snowmen,” and small colonies 
of these people are believed to exist on the 
slopes of Everest, Chamalhari, and Karola. 

One coolie described their feet as being 
turned outwards, and reported that they were 
supposed to be clothed only in their own hair. 

ey are reported to live on wild animals, and 
to be hostile to civilised people, but it is quite 
easy to evade them. 

As to the truth of these stories, Colonel 
Howard Bury and his companions can only say 
that at an elevation exceeding the limits of 
possible human hapitation tracks resembling 
those of a barefooted man led up the glacier. 

The explorers agree that the track must have 
been those of some animal enlarged, and 
altered in shape by the weather; but a belief 
in the existence of the Meetogh Kangmi is 
prevalent throughout Tibet, where murderers 
are driven into waste places, and denied all 
intercourse with law-abiding humanity. 

A colony of such outlaws is believed to exist 
on Karola.—(P:A. Foreign Special.)

COMMUNIST WAR ON 
PUBLIC SPEAKERS. 


The Communists, who broke up Lord Derby's 
meeting at the Central Hall, Westminster, Lon- 
don, on Friday, opened there a campaign on 
public speakers, which is to be persistently 
carried out. 

One hundred thousand “ stink ” bombs, says 
a prominent Communist, have been imported 
from Germany for the purpose of disturbing 
meetings held in opposition to Communism. The 
bombs, bearing the imprint: “Made in Ger- 
many,’ must have been secretly taken into 
England, for it is most unlikely that the police 
would allow their free and unquestioned entry 
in pursuance of this threat of organised war- 
fare on the public. 

Even the Labour Party is not to escape, for 
the Communist says that organised Labour is 
just as much their foe ae the capitalists or the 
bourgeows.

IDEAL SOCIALISM’S AIM. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The third meeting of the Socialist Party 
Congress was held here this afternoon, 
Leon Blum, Deputy for the Seime, being im 
the chair. 

The sitting was’ almost entirely taken up 
by speeches by foreign delegates. 

M. Barstilli, of the Georgian Socialist Party, 
denounced Bolshevism as a scourge, which was 
disorganising the working-class movement of 
the whole world and starving the Russian 
nation. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, M.P., appealed to the French 
Socialist Party to associate itself with the 
efforts of the British for the establishment of 
one single and strong labour international. 


Herr Ledebour, German Independent 
Socialist leader, said that he was glad to have 
the opportunity. of speaking to French 


militants in Pans. ‘I do not want,” he con- 
tinued, ' to give any advice to the French 
Party on the management of its own business. 
It is bad to establish a dictatorship on the 
model of Moscow over foreign parties; but 
there are common affairs which concern the 
peace of the world, and we must all be solid 
in struggling against war.

GERMAN CHANCELLOR’S PLAINT. 


KARLSRUHE, Saturday. 

Addressing a meeting of several thousand 
persons here yesterday, the Chancellor, Dr. 
Wirth, spoke upon the Imperial Government’s 
»olicy with regard to the question of Upper 
sen é as affected by the Geneva decision. 

He said that, in this connection, not only the 
Upper Silesians, but also the whole German 
people, felt that Upper Silesia had been 
bartered away. The confiscation of important 
German manufacturing towns, which must be 
called robbery by the whole world, affected -in 
the most vitel manner Germany's productive 
power. Germany's capacity with regard to re- 
parations was thereby substantially diminished. 

Dr. Wirth went on to describe the Versailles 
Treaty as the “Hammer for Witches’ of tho 
European policy of destruction, but it contained 
one paragraph that gave Germany the right to 
have her producing power examined from time 
to time. Such a case had now arisen.— 
(Reuter.) 

[The *‘Hammer for Witches” to whith the 
Chancellor made reference was a treatise drawn 
up inthe Middle Ages, systematising the whole 
doctrine of witchcraft, and laying down a regu- 
lar form of trial and course of examination. |

| The battleship Renown, with the Prince of 
Wales on board, arrived at Gibraltar on Satur- 
day morning after a brisk passage across the 
Bay of Biscay. The vessel was met by the 
Gibraltar flotilla, and escorted into the harbour 
soon after 8 o’clock. 

At eleven o'clock the Prince and his suite 
landed in the Royal pinnance, and received ad- 
dresses of welcome from the Exchange Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce and th: 
Workers’ Union of Gibraltar. 

The picturesque narrow streets were lined 
with khaki and blue, backed by great crowds of 
sightseers. A general holiday, had been de- 
clared, and the shops were all closed. There 
was a great display of bunting, blending with 
the gay raiments and variegated houses into a 
feast of colour. 

After replying to addresses, the Prince 
entered his car with the Governor, and pro- 
ceeded slowly by the South Port Gate and the 
main street.. 

The procession reegeived a tumultuous EC RA EC 
everywhere, the church bells being particularly 
demonstrative. Passing the Waterport Gate, 
the procession drove rapidly along Inundation 
road by the north front hutments,' the Four 
Corners, Eastern Beach, and past the Genoese 
settlement and Catalan Bay, to the eagyern side 
of the Rock. 

At about 12.30 the Prince returned to the 
Ragged Staff Steps, and re-embarked for the 
Renown. Half an hour later he landed again 
in the uniform of a Colonel of the Middlesex 
Regiment, and lunched with the Governor, his 
Staff, and the heads of various departments. 

At 3 o’clock His Roya! Highness motored over 
to Europa Point to view the wonderful prospect, 
and on the way visited Admiral Pelly at Mount 
House, where he planted a tree. Later he 
ig CS at Buena Vista Barracks, where the 
Middlesex Regiment is quartered, and chatted 
with the officers and men who had seen active 
service on the Western front. The Prince 
went into the Sergeants’ Mess, where 
he spent some time, and afterwards drove to 
Alameda Parade Ground, which is a fine, open 
space. 

A large crowd had assembled here. Sir Mehd 
Menheb, G.C.M.G., presented the Prince with a 
casket and a wonderfully embroidered rug, 
which had been brought. over specially from 
Tangier, where he resides. He was a striking 
figure in white flowing robes. Sir Mehd wae at 
one time Minister for War in Morocco, and is 
very proud of the fact that he attended the 
Coronation ‘of King George. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN’S PARADE. 


At the Alameda Ground the Prinee inspected 
a mass parade of school children and Buy 
Scouts, a police division, and the local St. 
John Ambulance Brigade. From there His 
Royal Highness proceeded to a garden party 
in the tropicaily-luxuriant grounds of Govern- 
ment House. After spending about an hour 
there, during which the Prince showed a won- 
derful memory for faces, he drove back to the 
Ragged Staff steps, and returned to the Re- 
nown, 

In the evening he gave a dinner party on 
board, which was attended by the Governor, 
the Port Admiral, navai, military, and civilian 
heads of Departmenis, General Villalba, 
K.C.M.G., Governor of Algeciras, and Admiral 
Niblack The port was illuminated by eearch- 
light displays, and at 10 o'clock, in gloriously 
fine weather, the Renown left her moorings, 
and proceeded to Malta. 

It was a day of crowded incident, full of 
ricturesque colour, a brilliant and happy begin- 
ning to the tour. 


IRISH RESOURCES. 


WORK OF DAIL EIREANN 
COMMISSION. 


A statement, summarising the work of the 
Commission of Inquiry authorised by Dail 
Eireann, has been issued, signed by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson (Acting-Chairman) and Mr. Darrell 
Figgis (Secretary). 

At the first meeting of the Commission in 
1919, the signatories were confronted with terms 
of reference, entrysting them with inquiries 
into the whole rafge of national resources and 
industries. 
evidence on other subjects not within the range 
outlined, continues the statement. It was de- 
cided not to encourage this, in order that the 
inquiry might not become too diffuse, but where 
it was offered it was agreed. that the offe 
shoykl be aceepted. Therefore, in these Ri | 
Sessions, evidence was also taken on minerags 
and textiles, as preliminary to further inquiriés 
into these important subjects at a Jater date. 

After six or seven months it became evidert 
to the two Committees concerned that they 
must now begin to deal with separate subjects, 
with a view to shaping them into reports, while 
not forgetting concurrent inquiries on the other 
wsubjecta. é 

Early in 1920, therefore, the Food Committee 
began consideration of an ad interim report on 
milk production. It recognised clearly that un- 
less this question of production were at once 
taken in hand, grave perils awaited the indus- 
try in the future; and the present position of 
the industry has unhappily justified the fore- 
cast made in that report. 

WwW en this report was presented, the Com- 
mission was asked by the Ministry to furnish 
a precise scheme as to the establishment of 
stock Eas 3 farms for pure-bred dairy cattle, 
recommended in that report, and to state with 
what breeds of cattle these farms should be 
stocked. A special committee was, therefore, 
appointed to deal with this matter, consisting 
partly of members of the Commission ahd partly 
of experts who were not members of the: Com- 
mission. This report was published early in 
1921, and furnished a very full scheme for the 
setting up of stock breeding farms. 

SEA FISHERIES. 

While the Food Committee was. continuing 
its milk inquiry, it was also engaged on the col- 
lection of evidence on the subject of: sea fisheries 
around the entire coast-line of Ireland. The 
report on sea fisheries is now ready for publi- 
cation. 

In the meantime, the Power Committce was 
continuing its work. It decided to prepare a 
special memoir on the coalfields of Ireland, with 


special maps dealing with each coalfield. This 
memoir was published last summer, and has 


been given a gratifying reception, not only in 
the Irish Press, but in the mining and scientific 
Press of other countries. 

After a careful consideration of the terms 
of reference, it was decided that.the Commis- 
sion should work intensively for the future, 
and not turn aside to little industries here and 
there throughout the country. It was, there- 
fore, decided to begin with first things first. 
Consequently, two Committees were appointed— 
one on Food and one on Power. Within two 
or three days these two committees started 
their work. The Food Committee divided its 
subject under the heads of milk, meat, fish, 
cereals, roots, and soforth. It decided to begin 
with the first three of these at once. he 
Power Committee divided its subject under the 
resources from which power may be derived in 
Ireland—that is to say, coal, peat, water-power, 
and industrial alcohol. It decided to begin in- 
quiries on all these subjects forthwith. 

At the same time the Power Committee has 
been gathering information with regard to the 
water-power resources of the country. Special 
inquiries have been directed to county surveyors 
and leatling engineers, and the responses to 
these inquiries have been carefully tabulated 
and arranged. Almost al] the material has now 
‘been gathered together and worked up, and it 
is hoped that this information wil Inot be lost 
to the service of the country.

GREAT POWERS TO AGREE 
SIMULTANEOUSLY. 


‘The Russian Delegation in London issued last 
night in French the text of the following Note 
addressed by the Soviet Government on Friday 
to the British Government :—The Russian Go- 
vernment, :recognising that many small holders 
of the Russian Loan, particularly in France, 
have & direct interest in recognition of the 
Tsarist debts, declares itself ready to recognise 
its obligations to other countries and their 
citizens with respect to State loans made by the 
Tsarist Government before 1914, provided that 
it is given those special conditions and facilities 
which will render possible the realisation of this 
undertaking absolute. 

The condition of-such recognition is that the 
Great Powers shail agree simultaneously to put 
an end without reserve to every act menacing 
the security of the Soviet Republics, and of the 
Far-Eastern Republic, and to observe scrupu- 
lously their sovereign rights; inviolability of 
their frontiers, and their territorial integrity. 

In other words, the Soviet Republic can only 
take the account in question if the Great 
Powers conclude with her a definite peace, and 
if her Government is recognised by other 
Powers. 

To this end the Russian Government urge the 
summoning of an International Conference, at 
which these questions shall be discussed, and 
claims of the Powers against Russia and of the 
Russian Government against these Powers shail 
be examined, and’ at which a Treaty of Peace 
may be drawn up. — 

Only a conference of this kind, states the 
Note, can produce general peace. :

Lord Muir Mackenzie is to introduce a bill 
into the House of Lords to-morrow with a view 
to over-ruling the recent legal decjsion on bet- 
ting by cheques. 

The introduction of the bill, however, is not 
the end of a serious difficulty, for the bill has to 
be passed through its stages in the Upper House 
and sent to the Commons. 

It is impossible to say what reception such a 
bill would receive there, but it has to be borne 
in mind that it would be in order for any mem- 
ber of the Lower House to call attention to the 
fact that the introduction of the bill would be 
a breach of the understanding that Parliament 
was called together to deal with matters con- 
cerning trade and unemployment alone, though 
Ireland might have claims to consideration. 
Lord Birkenhead, however, advises those who 
are suffering from the recent decision to support 
the new bill. 

A conference of members of the Turf Guar- 
dian’ Society will be held this afternoon at 
which the bill will be discussed, and a practic- 
able scheme put forward in the interval for the 
protection of betting men. 

Several bookmakers have had large claims 
made against them since the decision in Sutters 
v. Briggs, according to The Sunday Times. 
One claim alone is for £9,000, while another 
firm has had 20 or 30 claims, several of which 
are for amounts running into four figures.

HOUSES WASHED OUT TO 
SEA.

VANCOUVER, Saturday. 

A disastrous cloudburst occurred last night at 
Britannia Beach, a mining village 18 miles 
from here. 

A great part of the town was swept away by 
the flood waters of the River Coquitlam, and 
50 out of 114 houses were carried off, and several 
houses are now floating about the bay. 

Thirty-five persons are dead or missing. 

The flood waters are also reported to have in- 
undated as of the town of Port Coquitlam, 
which is 14 miles away, carrying away a hotel 
and other buildings. ailway bridges have also 
been washed away. 

The Assay Office at Britannia Beach has been 
turned into a morgue, where the dead are being 
identified. 

The causes of the floods are continuous rains 
for a month, a heavy snowfall on the higher 
levels, a torrential downpour, and the melting of 
snow caused by a warm wind. 

The communication between Britannia Beach 
has been cut off. The cloudburst is said to have 
caused a “ wash out,” releasing a great wall of 
water down to the bay, shá everything be- 
fore it. Raging torrents are still running, mak- 
ing communication between the two parts of the 
town impossible. 

Canadian Pacific officials estimate the damage 
as a million dollars to property in the Port 
Coquitlam district. Two hundred feet of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway track have been under- 
mined. Ten families are reported to be 
marooned. 

The north side of the Frazer Valley is cut off 
and 10,000 acres are under six feet of water. 
Three sections of the town of Coquitlam are re- 
ported to be inundated. A three-storey hotel, a 
jewellery shop and a barber’s shop have been 
seen floating down the Coquitlam. River. The 
district cannot be reached except by boat.— 
(Reuter.) 


FLOOD DAMAGE IN ALASKA.

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FEARS OF TRANSPORTATION.

On the resumption of the trial of the Ali 
brothers and others, the Public Prosecutor, ad- 
dressing the jury, said that the arguments of the 
accused centred chiefly around their religion. 
They said that they had done what they had 
done because they believed it to be enjoined by 
their religion; but, although their religious 
belief might be most deep-seated, they were not 
entitled to commit crime. The jury, he said, 
could come to one of two conclusions, either 
accused were innocent and foolish, or had acted 


deliberately. He hoped the jury would con- 
clude that they were sincere, and therefore 
guilty. 


In addressing the jury Mahomet Ah said 
his object in addressing them was not to sg 
transportation for life; for he offered no de- 


fence. It was the Government, and the judge, 
who were on trial. 'The point at issue. was 
whether the Kings law was more important 


than God's law. Were loyalty and allegiance 
going to stand in the way of duty to God? The 
whole case was between God and man. He had 
done nothing which would be an offence under 
Islamic law. 

The judge informed the accused that he had 
already taken one hour, and he must conclude.’ 

Mahomet Ali replied—‘‘ One hour is very 
little for transportation for life.”’

AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


PARIS, Sunday. 
The Government has informed the Presidents 


of the Chamber and Senate of the signature on 
the 20th of the agreement concluded between 
M. Franklin Bouillon, on behalf of the French 
Government, and the Nationalist Government 
at Angora. This agreement, the Government 
explains, is not a treaty settling ail questions 
pending between Turkey and the Allies, which, 
of course, have to be dealt with by all the 
Allies, but is simply an agreement embodying 
the conditions for the restpration of peace | e- 
tween France and Turkey! by the determina- 
tion of the frontier between Syria and Cilicia, 
and of the regimé to be applied to the frontier 
zone. 

With reterence to the railways, the agree- 
ment provides for the transfer of the Bagdad 
Railway between Bozanti and Nissibin to a 
French company. On this section of the line 
differential tarifis are prohibited, and a free 
assage is guaranteed. for either Turkish or 
Syrian troop trains. Provision is made for the 
protection of minor'ties.—(Reuter.)

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 
To-day's debate should prove that in entering 
upon and in continuing the present negotiations 
with Sinn Fein the Government possess the 
united support of all great parties in the State. 
Since the negotiations began they have success- 
fully interpreted not merely the wiil of political 
groups, but the will of the nation as a whole. 
The real difficulty that confronts Mr. Lloyd 
George is not, therefore, a recalcitrant element 
in the Unionist ranks, but whether he can con- 
tinue to negotiate with Sinn Fein as representa- 
tive of a united people. Up to the limits which 
he himself has held to confine British conces- 
sions to Ireland this country, as a whole, has 
followed him. It will continue to do so as long 
as public opinion is assured that the essentials 
of national safety and of national honour have 
not been, and will not be, betrayed. 

One of the best hopes of an Irish settlement 
lies in the possibility that, even if the Govern- 
ment and Sinn Fein reach a deadlock, Ulster 
Unionism may eventually find a way out. 
Hitherto Ulster Unionists have done little to 
advance the cause of peace, but to hold it im- 
possible that they should ever play their full 
part is to hold them permanently blind to 
their own present and future interests. 

No British Government that valued its own 
existence would callously betray the trust of 
the Ulster people in secret conclave with Sinn 
Fein. Ulster is no chattel to be bartered by 
British Ministers, but the Government that 
lightly abandoned the not merely to make 
suggestions to Ulster Unionism, but to urge 
their acceptance, would have ill discharged its 
duties to the British Commonwealth. 

It is not true that Northern Ireland has 
nothing more to give. A situation mi ht arise— 
it may even have arisen—in which, by accept- 
ance of her responsibilities for the common wel- 
fare of Ireland, Ulster could render possible a 
lasting settlement. If, as we trust he will, the 
Prime Minister faces the House of Commons to- 
day, not as a politician concerned to prevent 
divisions in his party, but as the spokesman of 
the nation responsible for its leadership in a 
grave national emergency, he will not seek 
support in vain. He has been head of the 
first British Government to approach it in the 
broader spirit of Imperial statecraft. He can 
only vindicate his past actions if he vindicates 
the enduring strength of the policy he has 


pursued. 

Mr. Lloyd George may already confront either 
failure or success. If failure, then it is within 
his power to fail magnificently, leaving no re- 
proach upon’ himself or upon his Government ; 
if success, to have served his country as few ol 
her sons have been privileged to serve her. 


TO-DAY’S DEBATE. 


IRRECONCILABLES’ 
CHALLENGE. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—The House of Commons will 
today for the first time formally pass judgment 
on the policy of negotiations with Sinn Fein. 
The challenge of the forty irreconcilable Union- 
ists alone would not have compelled the Go- 
vernment to take the verdict of the House 
to-day if the situation had not been made more 
grave by a wider and recently increasing dis- 
affection in the Unionism of Parliament and in 
the Unionist organisations in the constituencies. 

To-day the Government will be asked to state 
categorically what the basis of the Conference 
is. he Unionist crigics will not be satisfied if 
they are told merely that the Government will 
not entertain proposals that do not include the 
recognition of allegiance to the King and loyalty 
to the Empire. The Government will be re- 

uired to go farther, and to show that Sinn 

ein is fully aware of this fundamental require- 
ment. The second question of moment to be ad- 
dressed to the Prime Minster will have relation 
to Ulster. 

What a strong force of Unionist opinion de- 
sires is an explicit reassurance that any new 
scheme shall not involve the “coercion” of 
Ulster, and, in so far as it concerns Ulster, 
shall only have effect with Uleter’s consent. 
Being satisfied on these two points the Unionist 
Party will contribute the largest part of the 
Government s majority. 

Afterwards we shall «ee the effect of the de- 
“bate on the negotiations. The Government will 
apparently be content with the rejection of the 
vote of censure, and will not seek a positive 
vote of confidence. Lord Robert Cecil's 
motion, declaring that to break off negotiations 
at the present stage would only add to the 
dangers and difficulties of the situation, contains 
a clause condemning the earlier policy 
Ireland, and must, therefore, be unacceptable 
to the Government.

WITHDRAWAL OF THE 
PETITION.

When the Court of the General Synod of the 
fhurch of Ireland reassembled in Dublin on 
Saturday for the purpose of continuing the in- 
‘vestigation of the charges preferred against the 
Rev. John M. Robinson, rector of Castle- 
macadam, Co. Wicklow, it was announced that 
a settlement of the dispute was in contempla- 
tion. The Court then adjourned for a time, to 
give the counsel on either side and their clients 
an opportunity of conferring. 

The result of the conference was that terms 
of agreement were arrived at, and the peti- 
tioners were allowed to withdraw their petition. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson resigns his charge of the 
parish at the end of this year, makes arrange- 
ments for the transfer of the glebe and certain 
funds, and pays £75 costs to the petitioners. 

The Court consisted of the Primate (Dr. 
D’Arcy), the Bishop of Down, the Bishop of 
Killaloe. Mr. Justice Samuels, His Honour 
Judge Moore, Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., and

THE CHARGES. 

The charges as set out in the petition against 
the Rev. Mr. Robinson were—That he, being 
the incumbent of the parish, sub-let the glebe 
and lands of Castlemacadam without the per- 
mission of the Representative Church Body, and 
resided in a house built out of moneys collected 
by him ostensibly for the erection of a new 
rectory, for which he failed to account; that he 
failed to account for rents received in respect of 
Church lands at Conary, and for moneys col- 
lected in America and elsewhere, ostensibly for 
the parish; that he failed to supply information 
relative to certain bequests amounting to several 
hundreds: that he refused on personal grounds 
to allow the bell to be tolled, or any Service to 
be held in the church, or to officiate at such 
Service, on the occasion of the funeral of the 
petitioner’s (Edward Johnson). sister; that he, 
with the churchwarden, claimed the right to 
determine the position of the grave, notwith 
standing the fact that the site was a place 
where the Johnson family had for many years 
been interred: that he was responsible for hav- 
ing caused to be passed .a resolation declaring 
that no grave in the better part of the cemetery 
‘should be given to any family who did not. at- 
tend and support the church; that he neglected 
to attend to parishioners during illmess; and 
that he allowed an instalment due to the Board 
of Works in resvect of the Castlemacadam 
Schoolhouse to remain unpaid. 

Respondent, in his defence, denied the charges, 
and contended that they, or the great majority 
of them, were not Cagnisable by the Court.

FOR CORK PRISONERS. 


CONDITIONAL ORDER, 


- 


The Master of the Rolls on Saturday in 
Dublin anted conditional orders of Aabeas 
corpus, directed to General Sir Nevil Macready, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Forces in Ireland; 
to General Strickland, ing the Cork 
District, and to the Eat, authorities in 
charge of the detention barr in that city, in 
respect of Patrick Clifford and Michael O’Sulli- 
van. : 

Both men in May last were tried by a military 
court and sentenced to death—subject to con- 
firmation—on a charge of having been found on 
April 23rd, near Mitchelstown, Co. Cork, im- 
properly in possession of arms (a pistol each) 
and ammunition. 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., with him Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr. Skinner, Mitchels- 
town), made the application to the Court. He 
said that he moved on an affidavit of -his 
solicitor, who stated that there was no necessit 
for a military court at that time, as no state o 
war existed in the City or County of Cork. 

It was submitted a that the court which 
tried and sentenced the pri was not in- 
vested with any lawful authority to try the 
accused or to pronounce sentence upon them, 
and that the acts charged against them—viz., 
being in possession of atms and ammunition— 
did not render them liable to capital punish- 
ment under the usages of war. 

NOT SUBJECT TO MILITARY LAW. 

It was further stated in the affidavit that the 
prisoners, being civilians, were not subject to 
military law, and that the officers who tried 
them did not purport to act under any com- 
mission from His Majesty to try prisoners, or 
under any Statute or common law authority, or 
as a courtmartial. They purported to act merely 
as officers carrying out instructions from Major- 
General Strickland. 

In these circumstances, counsel sought the 
order of the Court to prohibit those in charge 
of the prisoners from proceeding further with 
the trial, sentence, or confirmation of the 
sentence. Counsel said that there was no such 
offence known to the law as that which had been 
preferred against the prisoners. 

The- Master of the Rolls granted a conditional 
order of habeas corpus, as above stated, and 
directed that cause should be shown on Tuesday, 
November 15th. .

Within the year, he said, the new bodies 
though suffering severely from the intensive 
wartare, had been able to consolidate their posi- 
tion, and the Local Government Department of 
Dail Eireann had improved its organisation and 
inaugurated certain reforms, especially in the 
Poor Law administration. Local bodies had 
had to encounter many obstacles in the way of 
the withholding of monies due, and the inter- 
ference with collection of rates, but the storms 
were being weathered, and the failure of the 
campaign to upset local administration was one 
of she things the country could look upon with 
pride. 

Officials throughout the country could 
take to themselves some of the credit for the 
present firm position of the local bodies. On 
them as public officials, would fall a large share 
oi the work of reconstruction, and they should 
see that they grasped the opportunity. As a 
union, they should strengthen and enlarge their 
organisation, so as to be able to ensure that 
where changes were made they were carried out 
= the minimum of disturbance to existing 
omciais, : 

The conditions of service, the re- 
muneération and the prospects of promotion 
should be such as to secure efficient and con- 
tented staffs. (Applause.) The enormously de- 
creased number of candidates at a recent ex- 
amination, and the number who qualified being 
only half the number of the vacancies, showed 
that there was something wrong. Conditions 
of service and prospects of promotion were not 
such as. would attract the majority of youn 
men, to whom other services were open. which 
dfiered much beter prospects. Economic condi- 
tions had not improved much since they last met, 
and though the British Board of Trade figures 
showed a fall in the cost of living, they could 
not accept these figures as representing the true 
proportion of present-day prices to pre-war. 
GENERAL SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The Acting-General Secretary, in the course 
of his report, stated that there were 690 mem- 
bers in the union, but the number would have 
been much larger had it not been for the fact 
that organising work was well-nigh impossible 


for the greater part of the year. In reference | 


to the documents issued from the Local Govern- 
ment Department of Dail Eireann regarding the 
pensions of local officers, it was noted that the 
Local Government Act, 1919, was laid down as 
the basis on which the recommendations were 
founded, but a departure from the provisions of 
the Superannuation Acts quoted was noticeable 
in at least one important detail. The Confer- 
ence, no doubt would give the matter its 
“arnest consideration, as it was probable that 
the Minister of Local Government would re- 
ceive a deputation if necessary on the matter.

. WIDOW'S CLAIM FOR 
£10,000.

The case was probably as remarkable as any 
in the tragic of Ireland, said Mr, Healy, 
K.C., at Fermoy ions on Saturday, in con- 
nection with an application for £10, compen- 
sation on behalf of the widow and children of 
Mr. Nicholas Prendergast, of Black Vale Hotel, 
Fermoy. Mr. Prendergast was thrown into the 
Blackwater in December last, and his body was 
found subsequently near Clondulane. 

Mr. Healy added that it would be necessary 
to develop a case against the Auxiliary Forces 
of the Crown, but he wished to exonerate the 
Regular troops. 

In outlining the case, Mr. Healy said that on 
December 1 a party of Auxiliaries descended on 
Fermoy without go the Regular forces, 
and five of them boo rooms at the Royal 
Hotel. They called at Mr. Prendergast’s hotel 
also to a. room for their driver, which 
they did. An altercation took place there be- 
tween one of them and Mr. Prendergast, who, 
when a revolver was produced, said that a re- 
volver should not be exhibited as it was against 
the Army rules. 

Subsequently, when Mr. Prendergast went to 
the Royal Hotel, one of these Auxiliaries went 
up to him and said, “ You are one of the 
TRA.” Mr. Prendergast promptly replied that 
he was nothing of the sort, but, was an ex-Army 
captain, and that the I.R.A. were his enemies. 
This fellow then said, “ Show me your papers, 
to which Mr. Prendergast replied that he did 
not know why he should show his papers, and 
also mentioned that he would report the 
Auxiliary to the police authorities in the morn- 


ing. 

This Auxiliary next stated that they cared 
nothing for the police, and that he himself was 
a senior Service man. 

The Auxiliaries then laid hands on Mr. 
Prendergast, who struggled. He was dragged 


out of the hotel over the square, and beaten 


with revolvers, in the course of which his teeth 
were forced down his throat. In this condition 
he wad dung into the river, whieh was in boil- 
ing fi at the time. ; 

For a month nothing was heard of him until 
sed remains were found at the weir 
at Clondulane. sé 

Continuing, counsel pointed out that a mili- 


tary inquest was held, at which evidence was 
given, and the verdict which they returned was, 


“The actual cause of death was asphyxia; the 


primary cause of death, violent injuries sus- 
tained; these injuries are deemed to be homi- 
cidal, by a person or persons unknown, be- 


longing to His Majesty's Forces, known as the 
Auxiliaries; said person or persons are guilty of 
wilful murder.”’ ' : 

Mr. Healy said that the deceased had a 
wound on the back of his head, which was four 
inches by three. The same night, Mr. Healy 
mentioned, a Mr. Dooly was taken from his 
home and thrown into the flood, but he 
managed to get out of the river. The house, 
and the house next to it, were, however, burned 
by these. Auxiliaries, and were it not for the 
assistance rendered by the Regular Forces in all 
probability the whole side of the street would 
have been burned. 

The Reoorder referred to Mr. Prendergast’s 
death as a cowardly and atrocious murder, and 
awarded £6,500—the widow to receive £3,500, 
and each of the children £1,500.
